The Vice Chairman reviewed the alternative proposals for reporting 
estimates of Communist China's trade and transport activities which had 
been circulated to members for consideration prior to the meeting.

Following discussion, it was agreed that the publication date of the 
EIC-R16 series would be moved from July to September and that the EIC 
report would be preceded by a preliminary CIA trade estimate in February 
and a preliminary ONI ocean shipping estimate in May. 


The adoption of this proposal will enable the trade and transport 
analysts to have in hand for the EIC-R16 report most of the official data 
concerning the previous year's economic activities and the report will be 
significantly more complete and accurate.
